But when sitting for 
spirit photographs your own likeness 
falls into insignificance beside the won- 
derfal fact that a half dozen other faces 
— faces of the dead --surround your own,” 

‘Are they recognizable?" 

“Mostly, But frequently there are 
faces on it that you do not recognize, 
and for which the photographer himself 
cannot account, Sometimes they are all 
strangers to you, but may be known to 
your immediate friends or relatives with 
whom you come in daily contact—spir- 
its often finding more congeniality for a 
stranger than they do with their kith and 
kin.”

Why, how in 
the world do you get then?" 

“Sit for them before a camera manipu- 
lated by a so-called spirit photographer 
—a medium who furnishes the condi- 
tions necessary for spirits to impress 
their likeness on the plate at the mo- 
ment that yours is taken,” 

“No tricks about i?" 

“Tdoubt ifa genuine medium knows 
how to counterfeit them; for they are 
mostly ainateurs in the science of pho- 
tography and just about know enough of 
the business to get n commonplace im- 
press of yourself. But when sitting for 
apirit photographs your own likeness 
fulls into iusipnificance beside the won- 
derful fact that a half dozen other faces 
— faces of the dead -- surround your own.” 

‘Are they recognizable?” 

“Mostly, But frequently there are 
faces on it Uhat you do not recognize, 
and for which the photographer hituself 
cannot account, Sometimes they are all 
strangers to you, but may be known to 
your immediate friends or relatives with 
whom you come in daily contact— spir- 
its often finding more congeniality for a 
stranger than they do with their kith and 
kin.”

Without it there would have becu no 
Modern Spiritualism, no evidence of n 
future life for man when this mortal life 
was ended. We would have had and did 
have many of the ideas that Spiritualism 
teaches, but they were and are based on 
faith, hope and intuitions and also su- 
perstitions, but not on evidence. Mod- 
ern Spiritualism with its sensuous proof 
has endorsed them and changed such 
rational and hopeful ideas in the human 
heart, from faith and hope to facts; but 
that has been done by what is now 
familiar to us, and called mediumship; 
without il there would have been no 
“dawning light," such as we have to-day. 
In a broad sense all of us are mediume, 
it means sensitivencss to influences; 
some for one thing and some for another, ! 
in one it is music, another poetry, an- 
other invention, another business force- 
sight; genius also, is a form of mediun- 
ship. These forms are not mediumship 
in the ordinary sense of the term. There 
are also other forms ghat are more pro- 
nounced, such inspiration, trance, 
healing and often associated with ab- 
normal conditions, Such mediumship 
without recognition, has always existed, 
but is not the mediumship that is the

TO REVOLUTIQNIZE THE WORLD 
OF TRAVEL. 


The stockholders of the Mount Car- 
mel Aeronautic Navigation company met 
Saturday at the Grand Pacific for the 
purpose of electing directors, The most 
complete particulars of the company's 
plans were given by The Times at the 
lime of its organization mecting in this 
city.

MODERN SCIENCE. 

M. Janssen, from observations taken at 
the summit of Mout Blinc, concludes

A new flash light has recently been in- 
vented intended tu take the place of 
several which have of late proved dnn- 
gerous in practice. The composition 
consists largely of charcoal made from 
the silky down of the milk weed, a form 
of carbon preferred because of its frec- 
dom from ash.

The SKI! of Ancient Builders. 

A personal inspection of the pyramids 
of Egypt, made by a quarry owner who 
spent some time recently ou the Nile, has 
ted him to the conclusion that the old 
Egyptians were better builders than 
those of the present day. He states that 
there are blocks of stone in the pyramids 
which weigh three or four times as much 
as the obelisk on the embankment. IIe 
saw a stone whose estimated weight was 
SSo tons. But then the builders of the 
pyramids counted human labor lightly. 

They had great masses of subjects up- 
on whoin to draw, and most of their work 
was doue by sheer manual labor and 
force. ‘There are stones in the pyramids 
thirty feet in length, which fit so closely 
together that a penknife may be run over 
the surface without discovering the break 
between them. They are not laid with 
mortar, cither. There is no machinery 
so perfect that will make two surfaces 
thirty feet in length which will meet to- 
gether in tnison as these stones in the 
pyramids meet, 1t is supposed that they 
were rubbed backward and forward up- 
ou each other nutil the surfaces were as- 
similated. 


A Hypnosis by Electric Light. 

To the many peculiarities of the elec- 
tric light is still to be added another—to 
put the human being in a hypnotic con- 
dition, The proof of this was given on 
July 28th in Mailand by a certain Justo 
Falgin. He—a gentleman thirty-two 
years old—was going along about nine 
o'clock in the evening, over the Piazza 
det Duomo, and was looking at the elec- 
tric light. Suddenly he remained staud- 
ing spellbound, and kept his gaze fixed 
upon the light. Passersby became at- 
tracted toward the peculiar man and 
called to him. But he took no notice of 
anything that was passing around him, 
but persisted in his fixed, lifeless posi- 
tion. He was afterwards removed by 
some police officers us gently as possible

“Temperament; habits; desires; tastes;

The latter qualification denoting a tend- 
ency towards mediumship, and nrakes 
man a veritable beacon light for spirits 
who are still on the earth plane and 
striving to work out their own salvation 
by aiding mortals in their daily avoca- 
tions through suggestions by impres- 
sion and inspiring then: on to do good 
generally. And as like attracts like in 
spirit, we are nore apt to have strangers 
with us than ourown friends—especially 
if the latter have been gone any length 
of time or were morally advanced before 
departing from this mundane spliere.- 
This may speak somewhat in favor of 
evil spirits having the precedence in the 
intercommunion with mortals, but such 
is not the case. Our own moral tenden- 
cy and actions protect us from really 
evil minded spirits or attractions, and 
only viciousness and lust attract their 
like, And all earth bound spirits are not 
bad. ‘She majority of them are undevel- 
oped spiritually—not having rid them- 
selves of worldliness and little passions 
that imany good persons are troubled 
with. Some are pentinent and aspire 
for respectable or moral company. This 
already elevates them so as to be able to 
come into your environments, and thus 
you may have the photograph of a for- 
mebrcouviel on your plate. But this 
necd not frighten you if your own con- 
science is clear. Sometimes the attrac- 
tion of a vicious or malicious spirit may 
serve as a lesson: for it tells the tale of 
some little evil deed we have been guilty 
of -some selfishness in depriving an- 
other of a just merit due him, or of 
some injustice to a brother mortal, or of 
some evil report, we in a moment of 
weakness, have spread concerning an- 
other, ete, as our own intelligence can 
best inforin us of if we will but review 
our past and admit our wrongs to our- 
Selves.”

Mediumship is the most important 
factor in the modern spiritual movement, 
Without it there would have becu no 
Modern Spiritualism, no evidence of a 
future life for man when this mortal life 
was ended. We would have had and did 
have many of the ideas that Spiritualism 
teaches, but they were and are based on 
faith, hope and intuitions and also su- 
perstitions, but not on evidence. Mod- 
ern Spiritualist with its sensuous proof 
has endorsed them and changed such 
rational and hopeful ideas in the human 
heart, from faith and hope to facts; but 
that has been done by what is now 
familiar to us, and called mediumiship; 
without it there would have been no 
“dawning light,” such as we have to-day. 

In a broad sense all of us are mediums, 
it means seusitiveness to influences; 
some for one thing and some for another, 
in oue it is music, another poetry, an- 
other invention, another business fore- 
sight; genius also, is a form of medium- 
ship. These forms are not mediumship 
in the ordinary sense of the term. There 
are also other forms ghat are more pro- 
nounced, such ns inspiration, trance, 
healing and often associated with ab- 
normal conditions, Such mediumship 
without recognition, has always existed, 
but is not the mediumship that is the 
“important factor” in itself of the spirit- 
ual movement: it would not have reached 
departed spirits and made them intelli- 
gently manifest to us human beings; 
very valuable mediumship, however, 
supplying food to the hungry human 
mind, When a spirit world anda future 
life have been demonstrated, it is ration- 
al to attribute such influences to depart- 
ed spirits and even extending them 
backwards over the world’s history and 
it rationally accounts for many of the 
mysteries of the human race, and gives 
a double hearing to such gifted ones, to 
assemblies who understand the source 
of such influences. 

The mediumship which is the “impor- 
tant factor” in the moveiment, is that for 
the sensuous or physical manifestations 
which gives the intelligence that comes 
from departed spirits. Intelligence is a 
human quality aud must come from a 
human being, one in the fonn orone out 
of it; if not fram the former, then the lat- 
ter and that being proved, Modern 
Spiritualism is born, and it is the phe- 
nomena that do that, and doing that, 
throws lustre on such phases of medium- 
ship as ought otherwise be considered 
freaks of genius. 

So, then, Modern Spiritualism reduced 
to its lowest terms, means physical phe- 
nomena,which are its ouly distinguishing 
feature, every thing else is the common 
property of all the isins, but the fact that 
Modern Spiritualism or the phenomena 
claims makes this ‘common property” 
its own and brings these others of vari- 
ous phases under the head of medium- 
ship.
